Sgt.-Maj. Sewell, former care’ 
taker of the Albany Block on Ed- 
monton Street, where the shoot- 
ing started late Saturday, was 
injured while assisting detectives, 
who. were endeavoring to appre- 
hend ‘Silver. . Silver, wanted in 
Toronto on an attempted murder 
charge, had entered a suite in 
the block. 

When Detective James V. Ayres 
entered a window of the suite, 
police said Silver shot at him 
and then dashed through a door, 
where he encountered Sgt.-Maj. 
Sewell and shot him in the right 
shoulder during a scuffle. A few 
minutes later Silver was shot and 
killed instantly during a gunfight 
with Constable Alex Jamieson 
in a back alley two blocks away 
An inquest will be held Wednes- 
day night. 

Police disclosed that Silver fired 
more than six shots from a 
sawed-off 38-calibre gun, nar- 
rowly missing several policemen 
and two elderly crippled men who 
were outside a nursing home. 
Other gpectators also escaped in- 
jury,

Broadcasting Corporation, com-
